Very fow 
of tho chorus singers engaged In comic opera 
are good musicians. Most of them cannot read 
niu«lu. They are selected flint for thoir voices, 
and second for appearance. Snob must, of 
course, have u goixl ear for music. Thoy 
soon catch tho melody and are able to iig it 
alone. Then the pianist plays tb« accompa- 
niment, which ofton eouUuii.4 a contraatlng 
melody, and tends to mislead tho singers. 
Whoti tho soprani aro iwrfeot In tho portion 
selected, the coiitraltl are taken up and in- 
structed lu the same way, and then thotenori 
und the basKi. After all are able to sing alone1 
they aro made to sing together soveral times 
without accompaniment and then with It. At) 
this point thu conductor hut to exercise1 groat! 
vlgiliince to detect bhrnJoro and correct) 
thoui Iwforo they become habitual. It some- 
times happens that a chorus has to bo gonu 
ovor In this piecemeal fashion twenty tlme» 
or more before it goes smoothly. In this 
way tho chorus work goes on a part of every 
day for throe or four weeks, by the end oC 
which tho singers aro perfect la their music. 
The chorus usually rehearses In tbo morning 
and tho principals in tho afternoon. Ofton, 
however, tho chorus is twined wholly by tho 
pianist, while tho conductor instructs tho 
principals at the name time in another part 
of the building. The method is almost the 
some. Many of the principal singers, bow- 
ever, are excellent musicians, and can bo 
trusted to learn their pnrts at home, so that 
tho conductor's work is confined to regulating 
tho expression, tho tlmo, uud tho ensemble 
work. When the music is nearly perfect an 
orchestra rehearsal Is usually called, so that 
thu members of the baud may familiarize 
themselves with their work. Two or three 
rehearsals are all that are necessary for these 
accomplished players.

At this rehearsal things generally go to 


The blaro of brass upset* the chorus 
people, and they bocomo hopelessly mixed In 
the movements accompanying the opening 
chorus. Some of thorn stop singing and en- 
deavor to direct the others, and dire con- 
fusion reignu. In tho midst of it all the voico 
of the stage manager tfcundcrs out:
